A large number of ‘aircraft ap- 
prentices at an  old-established 
R.A.F. School recently © became 
airmen, Owing to the ajar the 
“passing out’? ceremony was cur- 
tailed = A)though the show may 
not be so good as in peace time, 
the apprentices . who are now 
leaving are every bit as good as 
those who have gone kefore. 

For many months these. boys 
have been working: bard’ and 
playing hard to fit themselves 
mentally and physically. for their 
joh, They-have lezrned not mere- 
ly to use their hands but also their 
brains, A-good deai of ‘time has. 
heen spent in the workshops. 


"At first they were taught. how 
to use tools and materials, .and 
spents hours learning to shape) 
wood’and metal to that accuracy 
demanded hy: aircraft engineering. 
As thev became nrore gkilled; the 
tasks allotted to ‘them, became. 
more and more. aiffcult, wnt) 
finally they produced: work, the: 
finish and execthess of which 
bore the stamp of the craftsman, 


All this Ume they -were learn- 
ing the scientific ~background: of 
their trade. Mathernatics arid 
physics occupied much of their 
time in the ‘‘schuols,” where they 
were also taught the art of md- 
chine drawing. The drawings used 
in aircraft engineering ere com- 
plicated, but the €ase and = ac- 
curacy with which the boys 
“read” even the most mtricate of 
them speaks highly of their in- 
dustry and training. 


Naturally the instruction whica 
the boys get has ua bias towards 
aircralt and engineering, but they 
are not allowed ta become “lop- 
sided" in their outlook on life. 
Fven the requirements af the pre- 
stent time have not been allowed 
to curtail their general education. 


Those in authority regard .it as} 


essential that future airmen 
should be able to appreciate 
clearly the significance of current 
events, so that: they may have a 
solid foundation on which ‘ta base 
their judgment of everyday hop- 
penings. The apprentices, there- 
fore, leain history and. geography, 
not os facts and dates, - but’ as 
sequences of cause and effect. 
Lectures are given by ollicers well 
versed in current affairs, so that 
this knowledge may be up to date, 


‘Libraries are provided for the 
benefit of those apprentices who 
wish to study particular subjects. 
Many do so, for the well-worn 
conditions of the books tell their 
own tale, 


The life of the apprentice out- 
side woyking hours is a full one. 
He is ag jealous of the honour of 
his “wings’’ as any Public School 
boy ig of that of hs ‘house,’’ 
He demonstrates this feeling 
in his keenness for inter-wing 
footbal! matches, swimming con- 
tests, and so on. 


Like the Public School boy,. too, 
the apprentice is taught to dis- 
aipling himself and his comrades. 
"Se-geants,” “Corporals," and 
“Leading Apprentices” are ap- 
pointed, responsible for the order., 
ly behaviour,and good conduct of. 
their friends. They All the role of |* 
prefect, and are well respected by 
their iellows. 


Although the R.A. F. Apprentices 
School is young, reckoned by the 
age of some of our great Public 
Schools, it has already. establish-.

Many of the 
predecessors of the -boys . now 
passing out have been honoured 
for their work and . gallantry.

Sane of the aioe avhose pps 
tine job’.is to-lay. mines in.Ger- 
man’ territorial waters have re- 
cently. found thelr task a ‘Httle 
more’ hazardous. and exciting. The 
excitement has come not from the 
enemy. but from the spell of bad 
weather. 


One pilot reported: 


“We flew through exceptionally 
thick cloud on the way .out, and 
though we reuched our allotted 
area it took us some time before 
we found the exact position where 
we-had to drop our mines.

Several M.P.s are alarmed at 
the latitude which the Foreign 
Office allows to these foreign re- 
presentuatiyes. Led by Captain 
Plugee, M.P., they are trying to 
persuade the Government to with- 
draw the privilege. 

They know Germany is tearn- 
ing far more than Is desirable 
about what Is going on in Brit- 
ain, where our troops are s6ta- 
tioned, where armament work 
is being carried on, where pub- 
llc bodles meet.

PUTTING FREEDOM 


By BEST BALL 

In putiing, the object is to 
knock the ball into the hole 
and so lung as one can do this, 
it would seem to matter little 
what form he used. For 
methods, stances, even strokes 
in ‘putting differ widely. Each 
golfer adapts a stance, which 
he feels gives him the greatest 
measure of comfort and 
balance compatible with ac- 
curacy.

The new limitations will operate 
for six months. 

Mr. Lyttelton, announcing hig

The situation in the 
Mediterranean becomes 
every day increasingly in- 
teresting, more especially 
since Hitler has not, be- 
yond vague threats 
against Britain, given any 
indication as to his 
next move in the 
Mediterranean area. It 
is more than _ possi- 
ble that the Italian de- 
bacle has greatly upset his 
calculations and that he 
is hesitating as to the new 
line he should adopt. 
When the attempted in- 
vasion of Greece was first 
undertaken it seemed to 
create. confusion of 
thought as to the reason, 
but with the passing of 
time it is becoming in- 
creasingly clear that 
Italy’s ill-starred adven- 
ture had been hatched by 
the two major conspira- 
tors at Brenner Pass. It 
was to have been the first 
step in Hitler’s drive to- 
wards. Syria. 


Mussolini has always 
been obsessed with the 
idea of gaining control of 
Greece and the strategic 
island of Crete — both 
would be of inestimable 
value in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean push and this 
ambition coinciding with 
Hitler’s own particular 
plans, the momentous 
step was taken.

which destroys the hatr growth 
would be harmtul to the skin. 

Personally 1 do not favour any 
one method. The wax method is 
diffleult to do by yoursell as the 
wax must be pulled off in strips 
after it has hardened slightly, 
That hurts and it is better for an- 
other to pull than yourself, 

Cream depilatories are simple 
to use. They are spread over the 
hair growth with a wooden spatu- 
la, allowed to dry and then washed 
off with clear warm water follow- 
ed by splashings of cold water. 
The newer formulas. are perfumed 
and do not have the terrible 
odours that the first depilatories 
had. I do thjnk, after observa- 
tion, that cream depilatories some- 
what discourage hair growth 
through weakening the strength 
of the hair, but they do not dis- 
courage it altogether.
